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Consumer prices rise 
again during August 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — Consumer 
prices rose 13 per cent in August on the 
crest of higher costs for mortgage 
interests, clothes, m eats and m edical 
services, the Labor Department said 
today. But gasoline prices declined for 
the first tim e since last September. 
The Consumer Price Index reached 
150.2—meaning that goods and services 
that cost |10 in 1967, cost $15 02 in 
August. 
The rise in the index was the largest 
since February and the increase was 
unusual for August, a month when prices 
normally decline The index was 11.2 per 
cent higher than a year ago. 
The government also reported that 
because of the increase in consum er 
prices and a reduction in the work week, 
the 
real 
spendable 
earnings 
of 
an 
average worker with a fam ily hit the 
lowest level since Decem ber, 1970 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics data on 
consumer prices also included som e 
good news, noting lower prices for fresh 
vegetables, dairy products and fish, in 
addition to gasoline and oil. 
Increases for beef, eggs and pork were 
much larger than usual for August and 
poultry and fresh fruit prices went up at 
a time when they normally go down. 
The index for nonfood com m odities, 
which also normally drops in August, 
increased 1.4 per cent. 
Higher prices for clothes caused m ost 
of the increase, but there were also 
increases 
on 
household 
durables, 
h ousekeeping 
su p p lies, 
a lc o h o lic 
beverages, fuel oil and coal and used 
cars. New car prices also increased 
slightly instead of going down at the end 
of the model year. 
The Labor Department said that the 
average price for regular grade gasoline 
declined 0.8 per cent to 55.4 cents per 
gallon 
and 
the 
average 
price 
for 
premium gasoline declined 0.6 per cent 
to 59.1 cents per gallon in August. 
A wide range of prices for services 
also rose, headed by m ortgage interest 
costs. There were also increases in the 
cost of home repair and housekeeping 
services and gas, electricity, and water 
and sewage bills. 
Medical services rose sharply and 
charges for such things as autom obile 
repairs, hair cuts, dry cleaning, funeral 


services and 
bank services also in­ 
creased 
The 
real 
gross 
average 
weekly 
earnings decreased 0 9 per cent from 
July to August on a combination of the 
increase in the consum er prices and a 
decrease in average weekly hours. 


Heal average weekly earnings were 
down 3 2 per cent from a year ago, at 
$157 73 com pared to $146 63. The real 
spendable average weekly earnings of a 
worker with three dependents was $91.15 
in term s of 1967 dollars This com pares 
to $95 in August, 1973. 


Ford signs 
tight policy 
on tax info 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford today issued an executive order 
establishing strict and legally binding 
procedures under which both he and the 
White House staff may obtain income 
tax return information 
Under the order, which stem s from 
abuses during the Nixon administration, 
the President m ust personally specify in 
writing the returns desired and must 
personally 
designate 
in 
writing 
the 
m em ber of his staff who is authorized to 
see the returns in his behalf 
In the past, regulations issued by the 
Treasury Departm ent and approved by 
the 
President 
under 
the 
Internal 
Revenue Code had placed strict lim ita­ 
tions on agency and public access to tax 
return inform ation. 
H owever, there have been no explicit 
legal restrictions upon White House 
access. 
Deputy White House news secretary 
John W 
Hushen said that under the 
order no subordinate can obtain any tax 
returns without presidential approval. 
When asked what prompted the order, 
Hushen said, “ I think he has seen what 
has happened in the past and he wants to 
make it clear it ’s not going to happen in 
his adm inistration. ”

‘The econom ic outlook is poor,” said 
G reenspan, 
who 
w as 
booed 
by 
representatives of poor peoples groups 
Thursday when he told them that Wall 
Street brokers were among the groups 
hardest hit by the econom ic slowdown. 
The economy is clearly soft and is 
softening .” 
As the financial leaders were m eeting, 
the government announced that the 
Consumer Price Index rose 1.3 per cent 
in August —up 11.2 per cent from a year 
ago. 
With an eye to easing fears of a money 
squeeze that might force banks and 
brokerage houses into bankrupcy, Burns 
repeated his pledge that the central 
bank would act as 
‘‘lender of last 
resort.” 


And he added that the federal bank 
would ' see to it that the supply of money 
and credit continues to expand ... there 
will be no credit crunch in this country.” 
E arlier this month, a broad spectrum 
of liberal and conservative econom ists 
suggested it w as tim e for the federal 
reserve to ea se the reins on the supply of 
credit as a m eans of helping bring down 
interest rates. 
Regulating the money supply —a task 
of

reserve 
—‘‘is 
much 
too 
blunt 
an 
instrum ent to be relied on exclu sively,” 
Burns said. He pleaded for additional 
budget 
r e str a in t 
by

T h e adm inistration announced today 
it was asking Congress to cut back or 
postpone about $20 billion in long-range 
spending 
“The A m erican econom y, taken as a 
whole, is not starved for funds,” Burns 
said. He conceded that lack of credit 
was especially tough on the housing 
industry, as w ell as fam ilies and sm all 
businesses, but he added that inflation 
“can ’t be brought under control without 
causing hardship...” 
M eanwhile, 
several

indicators Thursday supported warnings 
by adm inistration officials that there is 
higher 
unem ploym ent 
and 
w orse 
inflation ahead. 


'Lot to talk about' Ford 
tells Gromyko at first meet

Ford said as Gromyko entered the room, 
shaking hands with Jackson in passing.

improvement plans. 
E C. Stevens, mayor and chairman of 
the 
com m ittee, 
estim ates 
that 
the 
businessmen own about two thirds of the 
front footage of the downtown area, 
counting the new owner of the vacant lot 
on the corner of H Street and Ocean 
Avenue who has also agreed to sign the 
agreem ent. Such a com m itm ent by this 
large 
portion 
of 
the 
downtown 
businessmen and property owners will 
probably satisfy the city council that 
they 
are 
willing 
to 
support 
the 
Downtown 
Revitalization Project, 
it 
was felt. 
Such a com m itm ent, then, will inspire 
the City Council to com m it the $150,000 
to the downtown core. 
Merchants and property owners of the 
following businesses and buildings have 
verbally agreed to sign the agreem ent 
so 
far, 
said 
S teven s: 
M oore's 
Department Store, Braun Pharmacy, 
Odd Fellows Hall, Lompoc Furniture 
Mart, Sleep Shop, Modern Barber Shop, 
and the H Street and Ocean Avenue lot 
During the m eeting, Rennie Adam, 
com m ittee m em ber, handed out the 
three page legal agreem ent to the five 
m erchants present. Some were fam iliar 
with it because City Attorney Alan 
Davidson 
discussed the agreem ent in 
June 
during 
the 
com m ittee’s 
last 
m eeting. 
Part 
one 
spelled 
out 
the 
city 
com m itm ent — to reconstruct the 100 
block of South H St. and to provide other 
street and beautification improvements 
within the downtown area to 
“street 
paving, curb, gutter, sidewalk, street 
trees and planter areas, public seating 
areas and benches, undergrounding of 
utilities and parking.” 
“ C it y ’s 
o b lig a tio n 
fo r 
sa id 
im provem ents shall be limited to the 
amount which can be provided for the 
sum of $150,000, 
reads the document. 


In part two, the m erchants agree to 
improve their property according to a 
plan they will submit for approval to a 
special 
"Revitalization 
C om m ittee” 
that will be composed of each merchant 
signing the agreem ent 


Part three establishes the com m ittee 
and 
its 
duties 
Ex officio 
voting 
m em bers will be composed of the city 


m ayor, 
d irecto r 
of 
com m un ity 
developm ent, 
and 
the 
Beautification 
C o m m i s s i o n 
c h a i r m a n 
or 
representatives. 
Mayor Stevens and Adam explained 
that 
m erchants have four years to 
execute their proposed improvements 
once the City Council approves the plans 
and the city signs the agreement. 
The m erchants have another four 
months to sign; however, Adam wants 
to present all of the signed agreem ents 
to the City Council on their second 
m eeting in November. 
Adam is sub-chairing the com m ittee’s 
effort to have the downtown merchants 
sign the agreem ent. 
The new Revitalization Committee 
will have reviewed and approved each 


m erchant’s 
proposed 
improvement 
before the agreem ents are submitted to 
the City Council. 
Once the m erchants and city enter 
into the agreem ent, the mayor said he 
would instruct the city engineer to 
develop the design criteria, make cost 
estim ates, 
and 
start 
the 
bidding 
procedure. 
Actual 
construction 
will 
start after the Christmas season and 
will be done so as not to interfer with the 
improvement work that the merchants 
will be doing. 
When asked, Stevens said the city can 
force a merchant through the courts to

improvements if the merchant signs the 
agreem ent and decides not to live up to 
his part.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Declaring 
that budget restraint remains a “crucial 
factor 
in the battle against inflation, 
President Ford today asked Congress to 
cut back or postpone about $20 billion in 
long-range government spending 
In a special m essage to Congress, 
Ford said that his request was the first 
in a series of such proposals and a key 
step in his administration’s goal of 
reducing 
government 
spending 
and 
achieving a balanced budget. 
Budget Director Roy L. Ash told 
reporters Thursday that another request 
for cuts or delays in spending of $4 
billion will be sent to Congress in the 
next few days. He said the two requests 
totaling about $24 billion will cover some 
100 budget items. 
The President’s m essage said unless 
Congress follows his proposal for a $20 
billion deferral 
in 
these 
long-range 
expenditures, 
federal 
spending 
will 
increase by nearly $600 million in the 
current fiscal year. 
“More 
significantly,” 
he 
added, 
"outlays would rise by over $2 billion in 
1976 and even more in 1977, the first year 
in 
which 
the 
new 
procedures 
for 
congressional review of the budget will 
be in full effect.” 
The major item s which Ford asked to 
be deferred were: 
—Grants totaling $9 billion for waste 
treatment plant construction. He said 
release of all these funds would be 
highly 
inflationary,

spending for pollution control.” Some of 
these funds now deferred will be allotted 
on or prior to Feb. 1,1975.

infation under control,” Ford said. “ In 
today’s environment we cannot allow 
federal spending to stim ulate demand in 
a way that exerts further pressures on 
prices. And we cannnot expect others to 
exercise necessary restraint unless the 
government itself does so.” 
Ford said that measures such as he 
was proposing were essential. “Sound 
management 
priciples 
and 
common 
sense dictate 
that 
federal agencies 
spend money in an orderly fashion and 
only to the extent necessary to carry out 
the objectives for which the spending 
authority was provided,” he added. 
“Current economic conditions require 
extra 
care 
to

necessary.” 
In the case of deferrals, Ford’s action 
takes effect automatically unless either 
the House or the Senate votes to reverse 
it within 60 days. In the case of cutbacks, 
Ford must get the approval of both the 
House and Senate within 45 days.

If the medical team also indicates the 
former president is unable to testify, the 
court could then simply see if Nixon 
responded to subpoenas that have been

Green acknowledged that his 
office would have had much 
more control over such major

county supervisors last spring 
by a 3-2 vote. 
Later, Green said he was 
confident, however, that a new 
county oil ordinance would 


come up again before the new 
Board of Supervisors early 
next year that would provide 
for more county controls over 
oil 
installations 
in 
coastal 
areas 
He recalled the assertion of 
Supervisor James M. Slater 
that a stronger oil control 
ordinance would he passed by 
the new board in 1975. Two 
supervisors who voted against 
adoption of the proposed new 
oil code — which had been 
framed after years of work — 
will he stepping down from the 
hoard at the end of this year. 
They are Supervisors Curtis 
Tunnell and board chairman 
Charles F, Catterlin. 
Green, the county’s third oil 
administrator, said he was 
“sympathetic” 
to views of 
those 
who' felt 
the 
Santa 


Barbara Channel oil should be 
kept in reserve for extreme 
emergency. But he said it was 
likely that it could prove too 
late 
to 
set 
up

facilities on short notice, and 
the “emergency could come 
and go” before the oil was 
extracted 
He declared his department 
“favored the granting of a use 
permit” 
to Exxon for the 
onshore gas and oil processing 
plant and related facilities to 
handle offshore oil from the 
integrated Santa Ynez Unit in 
the western channel 
Under the current county oil 
code, his office, he explained, 
would not have strong controls 
over

a claim difficult to act on under 
the circumstances. 
The proposed new county oil 
code was placed before the

Court clears 
way for 
pay increase 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A 
federal 
appeals 
court 
has 
cleared the way for 180,000 
state employes to receive a 4.2 
per cent pay raise they were 
denied last year by the U.S. 
Cost of Living Council. 
The California State Em ­ 
ployes’ Association Thursday 
reported that the Temporary 
Emergency Court of Appeals in 
San Diego has overturned a 
federal injunction which held 
up the pay boost. The ruling 
was made on a CSEA appeal. 
Gov. 
Ronald Reagan last 
month signed a bill allowing 
present civil service, college 
and university employes a one­ 
time payment equal to what 
they would have received for 
work performed from July 1, 
1973 to last April 30, if the 
council had not acted. 
The appeals court ruled the 
injunction had 
been placed 
without proper jurisdiction. 
The council reduced the pay 
raises, averaging 11.2 per cent 
to about 7 per cent, contending 
the full 
raises were infla­ 
tionary. The restriction was 
lifted April 30 but not retroac­ 
tively to July 1,1973. 


Bride, members 
of party, killed 


R IV ER SID E 
(U PI I - A 
bride and three members of her 
wedding party were among five 
persons killed when the small 
plane they were aboard clipped 
a power pole coming in for a 
landing in dense fog Thursday 
and crashed in flames. 
The victims were identified 
as Patricia Susan Nussle, 24, of 
Riverside, who authorities said 
was 
the 
bride, 
and Jacob 
Lepper, 42, also of Riverside, 
the pilot. 
The identities of the groom 
and the other two victims, a 
couple from San Diego, were 
withheld. 
Authorities said members of 
the wedding party chartered 
the single engine Piper Che­ 
rokee Wednesday to fly to Las 
Vegas, Nev., for the ceremony 
and were about to land at 
Riverside Municipal Airport 
when the plane’s wing clipped a 
power pole. 
Investigators said the plane 
plunged into the dry bed of the 
Santa Ana River and skidded 
about 100 yards before stop­ 
ping. 
The flames started a brush 
fire that blackened two acres. 
Police said Lepper was an 
instrument-rated pilot and that 
the craft was equipped with 
instruments for landing in fog.

and 
probably dead ' 
The U.S. Embassy in Teguci­ 
galpa, capital of Honduras, 
sent out urgent messages to 
determine the fate of some 80 
Peace Corps workers trapped 
along the Caribbean coast. 


The Honduran armed forces 
reported 
lack 
of 
communication 
with 
most 
areas hit by the storm and said 
the casualty 
toll could go 
higher. "At this time we still 
don’t know just how bad it 
was," a spokesman said 


Fifi weakened early today, 
however, slowing down to a 
tropical storm during the pre­ 
dawn 
hours. 
The 
National 
Hurricane Center in Miami 
reported Fifi over north central 
Guatemala heading west into 
southern Mexico. 
Fifi hit Honduras with hurri­ 


cane force Thursday, battering 
the country with 130-mile-an 
hour winds and crop destroying 
rains —the worst storm to hit 
the country this century 
The hurricane then raced up 
the coast and slammed into 
Belize, 
the 
former 
British 
Honduras. It dumped heavy 
rams on Nicaragua, where one 
girl was reported drowned, and 
El Salvador before roaring into 
Guatemala 
The Honduras Red Cross 
spokesman said La Ceiba was 
one of the hardest hit areas. 
"Other places are completely 
isolated and it is impossible to 
estimate 
total 
human 
casualties at this time," the 
spokesman said 
San Pedro Sula, the largest 
city 
in 
the 
area 
with

150,000, 
was 
reported flooded in most areas 
and covered with a thick coat of 
mud in regions where the 
waters subsided.

link fence, at the Marine base.

BUFFALO, N Y. (UPI) - 
More than three years ago, 
Alyce Halpin, an attractive 
blonde, had a fight with her 
boyfriend in a West Side bar. 
She stormed out about 2:20 
a.m. Dec 
12, 1970, and was 
grabbed by a man as she 
walked through a park, then 
was dragged to a car where 
another man was waiting 
Miss 
Halpin 
was 
raped 
repeatedly and brutally beaten. 
It took 16 stitches to close head 
wounds and five to close a 
wound above her ear. 
A senior at D'Youville Col­ 
lege where she was studying to 
be 
a 
nurse. 
Miss 
Halpin 
physically 
recovered, 
but 
friends said she was never the 
same. 


She dropped out of nursing 
school with just a few months 
left to finish. 
Her attackers were never 
found 
On Monday, Miss Halpin, 25, 
had a fight with her boyfriend, 
the same one she left in the bar 
the night she was beaten and 
raped 
Wednesday morning, police 
found her dead in her apart­ 
ment. 
Medical examiner C. Henry 
Severson issued a certificate of 
suicide. He said she apparently 
lit a charcoal fire in a small 
pan in her bedroom, and died of 
carbon monoxide poisoning. 
Police said she left several 
notes. One read, "If you can’t 
have love, what is there?"

Public outcry called for 
to repeal pension plan 


Ford slated 
to campaign 
for Flournoy 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
state assemblyman has called 
for a public outcry against $5.5 
million in early retirement 
bonuses for California legis­ 
lators, and the Democratic 
candidate 
for 
governor 
Edmund G. Brown Jr., says he 
is rethinking his stand and may 
oppose the pensions. 
At 
issue 
is 
payment 
of 
pensions of thousands of dollars 
a year for life to legislators 
who served four years and 
either did not run for election 
or did and lost. Some retiring 
legislators are only in their 30s. 
Assemblyman 
Robert 
McLennan, R- Downey, called 
for citizens to bring all possible 
pressure on Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan to call a special session of 
the legislature to abolish the 
early pensions. 
‘‘He’s in favor of what we re 
trying to do,” McLennan told a 
news conference Thursday. “ If 
he feels there’s enough pres­ 
sure from the public and press, 
he’d call” the special session. 
Reagan has already said he 
opposes 
the 
pensions, 
and 


checked into the possibility of a 
special session, only to be told 
by legislative leaders there is 
no hope the lawmakers would 
abolish the special pensions for 
themselves 
Secretary of State Brown, the 
Democratic 
candidate 
for 
governor, took a similar stand 
earlier this week. He said that 
although he is not in favor of 
the payments himself, he has 
already aroused opposition in 
the legislature over his election 
reform program, and did not 
think he should antagonize the 
lawmakers 
on 
yet 
another 
front. 
A spokesman for Brown said 
Thursday however that Brown 
is reviewing his stand and will 
make another statement on the 
issue “ in a day or two.” 
In addition, he said. Brown 
would 
like 
to 
reform 
the 
pensions of high elected state 
officials—including his own as 
secretary of state and possibly 
as governor—which he thinks 
are overly generous. 
Opponents of the pensions 
frequently cite as an example 


the case of outgoing Speaker of 
the Assembly Bob Moretti, D- 
Van Nuys. He did not run for 
re-election, but chose to run for 
the Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination instead. 


Moretti, 38, will receive a 
pension 
of 
$8,202 
a 
year 
beginning when he leaves office 
m November, which will add up 
to $182,524 by the time he 
reaches 
the 
regular 
state 
pension age of 60, five years 
lower than the usual age in 
private industry. 
McLennan authored a bill to 
repeal the payments, but the 
legislature killed it just before 
adjourning 
for 
the 
year. 
McLennan said that if a special 
session were called. 37 other 
assemblymen, 
of 
the 
80- 
member house, would coauthor 
a repeal bill. 
“ The people know it’s bad 
and the legislators know it’s 
bad,” he said. If a special 
session were called, it would be 
difficult for assemblymen “ to 
come out against what we’re 
trying to do and then run for re- 
election 
in 
November,” he 
said.

Houston Flournoy says that 
President Ford will come to 
California to campaign for him 
in the final week before the 
election 
Flournoy got the promise 
from Ford during a private 
meeting at the White House 
Thursday. 
Flournoy 
later 
admitted 
frankly 
that 
he 
feels 
the 
political value of the Presi­ 
dent’s appearance has been 
diminished by the continuing 
controversy over the pardon 
for Richard Nixon. 
"H e’s not as valuable as 
when he was untarnished," 
said Flournoy. “ But he is still 
very helpful.” 
Flournoy said he had first 
asked the President to appear 
at a GOP fund-raising affair in 
connection with Ford’s Oct. 2 
appearance before the U PI 
Editors conference, but the 
President replied that he could 
not do that since that visit was 
a non-political one 
They then agreed to work out 
a presidential visit between 
Oct. 28 and Nov. 1. 


United Press International 
Gunfire, fistfights and rock- 
and-bottle-throwing

A bullet was fired through 
the front door of one Boston 
high school and a fist-swinging, 
bottle-throwing free-for-all in­ 
volving some 2,000 black and 
white 
students 
forced 
the 
closing of troubled Hyde Park 
High School 
the first school 
closing since busing started 
Sept. 12. 
Five persons were injured in 
the Hyde Park fracas and 
school faculty members had 
voted 60-10 to demand officials 
to close the racially-troubled 
school.

Mariner 10 closes 
rapidly on Mercury 


PASADENA. Calif. (U PI) - 
Mariner 10 closed rapidly on 
Mercury today for its third 
planetary encounter since it 
was launched, giving scientists 
another look at the bleak little 
planet closest to the sun. 
The space explorer's twin 
television cameras were sche­ 
duled to begin relaying scien­ 
tifically useful pictures this 
afternoon. 
Mariner 
10 
is 
the 
first 
spacecraft to complete the two- 
planet mission, investigating 
Venus on its way to its first 
encounter with Mercury six 
months ago. Then it sped 
around the sun on an orbit to 
intercept Mercury again and 
photograph a previously unseen 
area of the planet’s south pole 
Little was known of Mercury 
before the first fly-by because 
the planet, smallest in the solar 
system, is almost hidden from 
earthbound telescopes m the 
glare of the sun. 
The space explorer is sche­ 
duled to take more than 500 
pictures beginning at 4:41 p.m. 
EDT today until 5:40 p.m. 
Sunday, when it sweeps out of 
range for another loop around 
the sun and a possibly useful 
third encounter next March 
Mariner 10, which has trav­ 
eled nearly 350 million miles 
since it was launched from 
Cape Canaveral on Nov. 3,1973, 
will make its closest approach 
to Mercury at an altitude of 
30,000 miles at 4:59 p.m. EDT 
Saturday. 
Pictures returned to Earth 
during Mariner's first look at 
Mercury, showed the planet 
has 
a 
strikingly 
lunar-like 
surface, 
pockmarked 
with 
various sized craters and vast 
plains. 
But 
they 
also 
disclosed 
extensive scarps, or nearly 
vertical cliffs stretching for 
hundreds of 
miles, 
totally 
unlike anything found on the 
moon. 
Scientists at Caltech's Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory, which 


controls Mariner 10, believe the 
scarps may hold clues to how 
the planet was formed billions 
of years ago. 
Dr. Bruce Murray of JP L , 
who heads the television team, 
said 
Thursday 
the 
scarps 
indicate the planet underwent 
compression 
activity 
as 
it 
cooled during its formative 
stages, just as the Earth did 
And, he said, the scarps lend 
credence to the theory that the 
planet has a heavy iron core 
similar to that of the earth 
“ Even if we see nothing new 
(on the second pass),“ Murray 
said, “ we want to see and 
identify more of those scarps.” 
One thing the scientists will 
be looking for is evidence that 
the scarps, which range in 
height 
up to 
three 
miles, 
converge on Mercury's south 
pole. 
“ It could be important in 
adding to our knowledge of 
Mercury if they do,’’ he said, 
adding it would also add to 
understanding the planet even 
if they do not converge. 
“ It is important to categorize 
and document the features that 
are there,” he said 
The television picture signals 
from Mariner 10 will be picked 
up 
by 
JP L ’s 
Deep 
Space 
Network 210-foot antenna and 
two 85-foot dish antennas at the 
Goldstone 
receiving 
station 
near Barstow, Calif., and then 
relayed to JP L computers. 
The 
computer-enhanced 
photographs will be joined to 
form mosaics of new areas of 
Mercury—scenes never before 
seen by anyone. 
If 
Mariner 
10’s 
attitude 
control gas holds out and if it 
doesn’t run into any new major 
problems such as those which 
have plagued it since it began 
its journey, the spacecraft is 
scheduled to make a third 
sweep 
past 
Mercury 
next 
March 
19 
to 
take 
more 
measurements of its magnetic 
field and again seek any traces 
of an atmosphere. 


Vitamin E may aid living 
in areas of pollution 


BER K ELEY , Calif. (U PI> - 
Vitamin E may help people 
survive in polluted environ­ 
ments by keeping their body 
cells young, a University of 
California 
researcher 
said 
Thursday. 
Dr. Lester Packer, a physi­ 
ologist 
at 
UC’s 
Lawrence 
Berkeley Laboratory, said the 
vitamin 
could 
not 
extend 
human life “ except in the 
possible case where humans 
are 
subjected 
to 
severe 
environmental pollution.” 
Packer said the vitamin, 
called toocopherol, has been 
shown to “ stop the normal 
aging process in laboratory- 
cultured human cells.” 
Human lung cells, which 
normally die after reproducing 
themselves 50 times, were kept 
alive until they reproduced 
themselves 
120 times 
with 
vitamin E —and they still 


seemed young, a laboratory 
announcement said. 
Vitamin E cannot reverse 
other aging processes in the 
human body, Packer said 
But, he said, the proper 
amount of vitamin E “ might 
prevent an early death, or 
brain disease, heart attacks or 
senility. ” 
Packer 
said 
his 
findings 
challenged 
the 
“ biological 
clock” theory about human 
cells. This theory holds that 
cells “ have a set lifespan” and 
die after the 50th generation in 
their reproduction.

Nixon handed subpoena 
for Watergate testimony 


BONNERS FERRY, Idaho 
(U PI) — Indians scaled down 
their treaty demands today to 
avoid a "w ar" with the United 
States over 16 million acres of 
ancestral Und 
Members of the Kootenai 
Indian tribe withdrew their 
threats of blocking access to 
the rugged timberland after 
nearly 100 law enforcement 
officers converged on Bonners 
Ferry 
Doug Wheaton, a spokesman 
for the 67-member tribe, said 
four information points would 
be set up instead of roadblocks, 
and that motorists would be 
permitted to pass. 
"Something like this draws 
crackpots,” Wheaton said "If 
we try to block the road, 
someone could come and cause 
problems.” 
Wheaton also said the tiny 
tribe was willing to negotiate 
on their original demand for a 
128,000-acre reservation, a cash 
payment for the remainder of 
the land as well as hunting and 
fishing rights. 
In Washington, Bureau of 
Indian Affairs Commissioner 
Morris Thompson warned that 
any overt action by the tribe» 
could jeopardize pending legis­ 
lation granting them 12 Va acres 
of 
land 
in 
the 
sparsely 
populated area 
The tribe asked for a large 
reservation on National Forest 
lands 
as 
compensation 
for 
lands taken from ancestors in 
1854 
"We may have to take less, 
but we ll fight like hell to get 
what we want," Wheaton said 
Idaho Gov. 
Cecil 
Andrus 
ordered 
state 
police 
to 
Bonner’s 
Ferry 
with 
the 
instruction that any roadblocks 
were 
to 
be 
immediately 
removed. 
Wheaton said the small band 
of Indians didn’t intend to take 
up arms or cause harm and 
that a 10-cent toll charge to 
cross the information points 
would be voluntary. 
The heart of the dispute, 
Wheaton said, was that the 
Kootenais are about "300 per 
cent below the poverty level,” 
and many of its surviving 
members are elderly.

Lopez, who was unofficially set to 
challenge WBC champion Bobby Chacon 
in December for the crown, didn't 
answer the bell for the ninth round, 
saying he couldn't see and Fukuyama 
was awarded the KO by referee Larry 
Rozadilla 
Lopez 
corner said the Alhambra. 
Calif, 
fighter’s 
manager, 
Howie 
Steindler. had accidentally poured cut 
medicine in Lopez’ right eye in trying to 
stop a cut. 


It was only Lopez' second pro loss and 
will probably cost him an immediate 
shot at Chacon, who had promised him a 
return bout Lopez' only other loss was a 
KO by Chacon 


Both fighters suffered bad cuts in the 
eighth round. Fukuyama with a split left 
eye and Lopez with a gash over his right 
eye. A doctor examined them after the 
round, however, and ruled the fight 
could continue. 


Fukuyama also suffered a bad cut 
inside his mouth in the seventh round. 


Lopez, 125, was a 6-1 favorite going 
into the bout. He is now 24-2 Fukuyama, 
126. Tokyo, is 27-7.

Zack Taylor: one of 
sports' unsung heroes

NEW YORK (U P I) - The St Louis 
Browns were getting murdered this 
particular day. That in itself wasn’t very 
unusual because the St. Louis Browns 
used to have that happen to them 
regularly every day. 
They were playing the Washington 
Senators, trailing something like 10-2, 
and the Senators had loaded the bases 
again. 
Zack 
Taylor 
was 
managing 
the 
Browns and he was the kind of man that 
once he made up his mind to do 
something, he didn't stand around taking 
a poll or consensus. He moved. 
That’s what he did this time, too. 
Head down and his blood pressure 
mounting, he stomped up the dugout 
steps to remove his pitcher, left-hander 
Bill Kennedy, I believe it was, from the 
ball game. 
Either Kennedy didn’t see him, or 
maybe because he did, he delivered his 
next pitch to the batter at the plate 
C-r-a-c-k! The ball came back off the 
bat like a bullet, but the Browns’ third 
baseman made a great grab and turned 
the line drive into a triple play. 
Zack Taylor, staring down at the 
ground the way most managers do 
whenever they come out to make a 
pitching change, was startled to see his 
players come trotting toward him when 
he picked up his head. 
“ What happened?” he wanted to 
know 
“ Triple play,” he was told. 
Zack got used to seeing anything 
happen with the Browns. 
“ Atta way to go, gang!” he cheered, 
clapping his hands. 
Zack Taylor, who died of a heart 
attack Thursday at the age of 76 in 
Orlando, Fla., was one of those unsung 
men of baseball who gave most of his 
time, energy and devotion to the game 
without ever becoming materially rich 
from it. That never really mattered a 
whole lot to him, though. 
“ I ’m a very fortunate man,” he told 
me after he was inducted into the 


Florida Sports Hall of Fame only a few 
months ago. “ I ’ve got a wonderful wife, 
a marvelous family and I've been able to 
do what I enjoyed most —be in baseball 
—practically all my life. 
“ You 
know, 
I 
signed 
baseball 
contracts for 58 consecutive years 
before I retired last year. I wouldn’t 
have quit then, but I was scouting for the 
Montreal Expos, you know, and the state 
of Florida wouldn’t renew my driving 
license because they claimed I didn’t see 
well enough If you can’t drive, you can’t 
get out to scout the players, but they 
can’t get ol’ Zack to quit cold yet, no 
sirree!” 
Nor did he actually retire. 


He kept running his school in Orlando 
for young catchers from the age of 13 on 
up almost until his very last breath. He 
had started the school seven years ago 
and he loved working with kids. As an 
old catcher himself, one who had put in 
16 years in the majors with the Brooklyn 
Dodgers, Boston Braves, Chicago Cubs 
and New York Yankees, there was little 
about catching he didn’t know. 


Zack didn’t get anything for teaching 
the kids. 


Nothing materially because his school 
was free. But he got all he wanted, and 
then 
some, 
insofar 
as 
personal 
enjoyment and satisfaction were concer­ 
ned. 


“ My school is the only thing that 
hasn’t gone up in price,” he’d say. “ The 
city of Orlando gave me the use of a fine 
field and my baseball pension takes care 
of my financial needs, so I ’m just happy 
to give something back to the game by 
teaching 
the 
toughest 
position 
in 
baseball to all youngsters who want to 
try.” 


Bill DeWitt, the former owner of the 
Browns, is the man responsible for 
seeing that Taylor got his baseball 
pension. He first hired him as a coach 
for the Browns and then named him 
manager in 1948

— Bonnie and Clyde roamed 
the Southwest in a fast Chevy 
or 
Ford 
roadster, 
robbing 
mostly small stores, shooting it 
out with lawmen, their escapes 
getting closer and closer each 
time 
As often as not. the man 
driving the car for Clyde 
Barrow and Bonnie Parker was 
J.C. 
Sullivan, 
who 
dodged 
bullets along with them Sul* 
livan also drove getaway cars 
for other glamorous bigtime 
gangsters, including "Pretty 
boy" 
Floyd 
and 
"Machine 
Gun” Kelley. 


Sullivan, now 67, remembers 
those days well He ran from 
the law. chauffered gangsters 
around in stolen cars and 
gambled 
away 
his 
wife’s 
meager household funds. And, 
Sullivan says, they weren’t 
bigtime gangsters at all, just 
petty thieves. Their glamor, he 
said, is a myth created by 
Hollywood 
"They didn’t have the in­ 
genuity to rob banks," Sullivan 
said in an interview with UPI. 
"Clyde was a likeable fella

"I knew they would hunt me 
up and chase me down sooner 
or later," he said "It was 
bound to happen. No one could 
evade the law as I had done for 
so long and get by.” 
So about 30 years ago, he 
quit. He said he was "finished 
with the dark side of living ’ ’ 
He became a Christian and 
started a program called "Nu- 
Way" to help paroled prisoners 
learn skills and get jobs. He 
became a leader in the Baptist 
church 
"My* mother is a Christian 
and she read the Bible to me at 
home and this stayed with me 
whenever I laid down on an old, 
hard prison bed,” Sullivan said.

“ Airplanes that fly safely and without 
being hijacked, people who live together 
without quarreling, rivers that flow 
within their banks and the nations that 
conduct their affairs and resolve their 
differences without fighting — these are 
not news An ordinary person doing an 
ordinary job in an ordinary way is not 
the subject of a news story, but if you 
have an extraordinary man or woman in 
action, or an ordinary m an or woman 
doing an extraordinary job, or doing an 
ordinary job in an extraordinary way, 
that is news.” 
Heron also defines a reporter in his 
own way: 
“ There is nothing m ysterious about a 


reporter 
He is a working man who 
probably lives as well as his salary 
affords, m arries, has children and takes 
a normal interest in the politics, poetry 
and perplexities of life 
‘‘Two 
a ttrib u te s 
of 
the 
good 
newspaper reporter today are selection 
and sincerity. He knows what incidents 
to include to give his canvas the image 
of life, and he cannot be induced to omit 
an iota of what he believes to be 
essential 
He is neither too dainty to 
face facts as they are, nor too blind to 
discern their full significance, but he 
will not revel in the unhealthy or set 
down anything in m alice He is true to 
the facts whether he is writing an 
account of a high school concert or a 
report of the clash of events in world 
politics. 
“ A reporter would not gather much 
notable news by going around asking 
people Have you any news today?’ They 
do not know what news is The skills 
peculiar to getting a story and writing it 
professionally and attractively are: an 
open mind linked with unquenchable 
curiosity, an invincible skepticism, and 
a disposition not to be easily brushed 
off.”

Educational costs 


We’ve all heard of dollar 
diplomacy. How about dollar 
diplomas? 
Like 
$26,000 high 
school 
diplomas? 
That 
is 
the 
figure 
Tax 
Foundation, 
Inc. 
estimates 
will be paid by parents of a 
child who entered first grade 
this month. If, the Foundation 
explains, 
recent 
upward 
trends in the cost of education 
continue. 
A c c o r d i n g 
to 
the 
Foundation, such an education 
for the average student cost 
$10,316 over the past 12 years. 
Between 1960-61 and 1972-73, 


the 
cost 
of 
running 
the 
nations 
public 
elementary 
and secondary schools tripled, 
from under $17 billion to $51.9 
billion. The per-pupil cost rose 
more than eight per cent 
annually. Continuation of that 
trend would create the $26,000 
figure. 
State by state, the cost rise 
ranged from 106 per cent in 
states 
having 
what 
is 
considered stable populations, 
to 307 per cent in those where 
population has been rising. 
Alaska, Vermont and Hawaii 
experienced 
that 
higher 
figure. 


Painfully enough for them, 
four 
s t a t e s 
in 
which 
population declined during the 
6 0 ’s 
n e v e r t h e l e s s 
had 
increased school costs. 


California and New York 
both 
have 
school 
budgets 
approaching 
$6 
billion, 
according to Tax Foundation, 
but for once our state can 
enjoy running second to New 
York, which topped our school 
costs by $179.5 million despite 
a smaller population. 


Education certainly is a 
most valuable thing, in more 
ways than one.

Dr. Galbraith's new pills 


Professor John Kenneth Galbraith has 
prescribed, in the pages of the New 
York Times, for inflation He does this 
in a question-and-answer form at: he 
supplies the questions, and then the 
answers to them. Needless to say, he 
gets no lip from his interrogator. The 
Socratic 
manner, 
Max 
Beerbohm 
observed, is not a game at which two 
people can play. 
But he says some useful things, and of 
course that 
much 
is overdue. For 
instance, that the causes of inflation are 
various, that there is no single cure for 
it, and that the government should 
reduce its expenditures. 
One of the difficulties 
with Galbraith is that 
one 
moment 
he is 
talking 
econom ics, 
and the very next he is 
talking social policy 
and it takes a highly 
trained eye to spot the 
elision We are talking 
about 
the 
need 
to 
reduce 
governm ent 
ex p en d itu res, 
and 
suddenly 
A d m iral 
Galbraith is talking 
about how unnecessary our carrier fleet 
is He just can’t help it. ( “ All of this (the 
Indian Pakistan w a n ,” he wrote in his 
diary while serving as am bassador to 
India, “caused me to m iss most of a 
luncheon for a visiting adm iral, but 1 got 
in on the end of it and made a touching 
speech on sea power ” ). There is the 
compulsion to decide how people should 
spend their earnings, which is the 
principal reason why Mr Galbraith is a 
socialist. 
Accordingly, although Mr. Galbraith 
recom m ends 
reduced 
governm ent 
expenditures, 
he 
mostly 
wants 
to 
increase taxation Taxation of the rich 
Now Mr Galbraith has a curious idea of 
what it is to be “ rich.” A couple of years 
ago he informed his audience that 


Senator 
Goldwater 
had 
been 
the 
candidate of “ the rich people” — which 
means there are 36 million rich people in 
America. He then went on to predict 
that only rich people would vote for 
Nixon. Since Nixon got 60 per cent of the 
vote, that makes 60 per cent of the 
A m erican 
people 
ric h ; 
w hich, 
unfortunately, isn’t the case. 
Mr. Galbraith suggests a surtax of ten 
per cent on salaries over $15,000. And a 
surtax of 20 per cent on salaries over 
$20,000. That means that you would run 
into 70 per cent taxation, at the single 
m an’s 
rate, 
at 
somewhere 
around 
$32,000 taxable income. Mr. G albraith’s 
point is that the “ rich” can cope with 
inflation, and they should be made to 
bear more of the brunt of it. 
What he does not notice is that the 
“ rich” do bear their share even as 
things now stand. Because as inflation 
works its way, it autom atically moves 
people up a progressive ladder. If 
Congress stipulated a tax of, say, 20 per 
cent on someone earning $15,000, and 
there is an inflation of 30 per cent, that 
man must earn $20.000 to reach the 
purchasing power of the old figure But 
if he should reach $20,000, he will be 
taxed 
at 
a 
higher 
rate. 
We 
need 
indexation of the income tax schedule 
(proposed, as it happens, by Senator 
Jam es L Buckley); but Mr. Galbraith 
has not got around to that 
Nor does Mr. Galbraith note that 
there is a third way to diminish spending 
pressure. A dollar detached from a 
consumer 
can 
be 
spent 
by 
the 
government; or used to reduce the debt. 
Borrowing from the public to reduce the 
debt has the virtue of withdrawing 
money from circulation voluntarily; and 
giving 
the 
public 
that 
buys 
the 
governm ent’s bonds an investment that 
can be liquidated in the future. Rubber 
bonds to fight inflation are better than 
taxes spent on pyramid-building. 
In Mr G albraith’s enchanting diary, 


written in India, he reveals a great deal, 
including his own skills at maneuvering 
around ascetic threats. “ David Bell 
cam e in at m idnight,” he wrote. “ He 
was travelling tourist class as befits a 
form er budget director. Happily, I have 
no compulsion to save money in this 
way, which is a great com fort.” 
If only he did not have a compulsion to 
save money by spending other people's. 
Which reminds me, I must some time 
introduce Mr. Galbraith to one of these 
rich 
people 
making 
$15,000 
while 
attem pting to raise and educate a family 
and finance a house. I want to hear Mr. 
Galbraith tell him he is making too 
much money and should be taxed more.
